OURSELVES AND OUR CRITICS 


HE excited, and. rather over-done, outburst against this 
journal, on the part of certain Deputies, last Sunday, 
because of its articles, now completed, on Jews and Labour 

Conditions 1s, we regret to say, not the first exhibition of its 
ind given at the same place, and produced by the same 
misguided sentiments. We are sorry, not for ourselyes—until 
we are proved in error we bave nothing to retract—but for 
the Board. We are sorrier still for the Community, whose rea! 
‘nterests are in danger of béing seriously damaged by a short- 
suhtedness which resents every exposure of weakness, however 
palpable that weakness may be. The best thing that can be said 
for the debate is that the opinions of the speakers 
«vidently. not shared by the 


were 
responsible leaders of the 
ltoard, and there, indeed, we might almost leave the subject. 
The matter, however, is not one merely of an ill-tempered 
catburst by ahandlul of Deputies. It raises, once again, a vers 
coportant question of principle, which the Community should 
fice now, once for all, and settle. We are not troubled by 
the challenge thrown out to the accuracy of our articles—apart 
from the consideration that one of the most vehement of our 
crities admitted that there was a great deal in them which was 
perfectly true. The fact remains thit our colamns were wide open 
for any authoritative correction of our statements, and that in 
nota singleinstance has any such correction been offered by any - 
one in any trade that may have felt itself aggrieved. What we 
are coneerned with is the question whether it is right or 
wrong that offences which are a source of Gentile ill-will, as 
well as repugaoant to the faith which we treasure, should be 
dragged into the light. That, we repeat, is the question of 
principle which ought to be determined here and now. Those 
who argue that it is wrong are frankly moved by fear and 
nothing more---fear that the enemy may use any exposure for 
his own evil purposes. Well, let us see. 
that he hid “never seen or heard of an. army’ which 
vas on the defence providing the enemy with the. finest 
material for attack.’ Is that so? This 
on the-defence during the Great War. It was fighting with 
its back to the wall. But the newspapers were not deterred 
by the fear of encouraging § the from launching 
a fierce denunciation of the British Army's lack of shells— 
and nobody was chicken-hearted enough to cry out that it was 
offering moral ammunition

to the enemy. On the contrary, 
ihe British authorities, being politically mature, which some of 
the Deputies are not, heeded the outcry and put their munition 
factories in order, and the British Army on the defence was all 
the stronger for what had happened! 

After all, when, throughout their long history, have Jews 
“of been on the defensive® The ridiculous argument against 
sell-eriticism in such conditions is about as valid as the oft-given 
reply to an appeal for subscriptions 
. a-days,” 


have so many calls now- 
Our enemies, like the poor, are afivays withus. And 
if the contention is correct that self-criticism is wrong at a time 
when the enemy is at the gates, then we should never examine 
our own state which could, in consequence, only go from bad to 
\orse, 

The true manly spirit is being witnessed even at this ver) 
moment, British armaments have been dangerously neglected. 
lf this matter had been within the purview of the Deputies, 
there would have been acry of ° Hush! Hush! It is perilous 
to speak of defencelessness in public!’ And the speakers would 
have shivered in their shoes. But Mr. CHURCHILE, in the 
llouse of Commons, did not hesitate to reveal the facts, again 
and again, and neither did the press. Nobody ever charged 
them with alarmism or encouraging the enemy to attack this 
country. And if our coreligionists who criticise The Jewish 
Chronicle for its “ sweating" articles, prefer a Jewish example, 
we would refer them to certain articles which appeared some 
months ago in the American Jewish Press. The first was 
published in the “Jewish Fronticr. It detlared that Jewish 


employers in America refuse to employ Jewish workers. because 
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those workers insist on better working conditions—in other 
words they are sweaters. The second article appeared in 
the “B'nai B'rith Magazine "—the organ of a movement, be 
it noted, of whose London Lodge one of our severest critics 
was, not very long ago, President. It referred to the first 
article, giving its comments the caption “A Grave Matter 
of Jews in Industry,” which was much less colourless 
than our “Jews and Labour Conditions.” In words strongly 
reminiscent of our own it remarked that “it seems to us 
particularly aggravating that Jews are condemned in Jewish 
industries for the very ideals that are in their nature as Jews: 
for insisting on better working conditions, for demanding 
social righteousness, for carrying something of the fire of our 
prophets. . It is ow right to demand of Jewish employers, 
for the sake of the honour of the Jewish name, the simple 
justice that a Jew owes to fellow-men, whether they are Jews 
or not.” Of those words our own are but a faithful echo. Yet be 
it remembered that the paper which took this courageous stand 
is published by the very organisation that has conducted the 
great anti-defamation movement in the United States.” It saw 
nothing inconsistent in its conduct, It did not believe that it 
was wrong to attack Jewish wrong-doing at a time when Jews 
were on the defence.

one, for an ideal Minister is not necessarily 
possessed of a good voice, and if his vocal gifts are inconsiderable, 
or he has none at all, he will not sbine in comparison with an 
imported Chazan, with his command of the high “C"'; and that may 
on occasion also be bad, too, for Synagogue decorum.

But some 
gentlemen of different temperament—comprising, perhaps, some of 
those whose absence from the Ministry is so much deplored-——may 
not be attracted by the thought of singing the service, if only because 
they have not the necessary vocal qualifications. When it comes, 
however, to severing the combination in discussion, three questions 
have to be answered: (1) Where are the extra Readers, who will be 
necessary, to be found? (2) Who will foot the bill? (3) Ifit is a 
matter of relieving Ministers of particular functions, why not start 
with the Synagogue Secretarysbips ? 
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THe finances of Palestine are to be taxed to the tune of over a 
million pounds to pay for the cost of suppressing 
THE INNOCENT the recent disorders. The reason given by the 
PAY! Colonial Secretary is that as Palestine has got 
the money, in the shape of surplus funds, it is 
perhaps natural that she should pay, One wonders how far he 
would be prepared to carry that doctrine in the sphere of British 
polities; and whether there are not other considerations deserving 
of being taken into account. The surplus funds to which Mr. 
Ormsby-Gore refers are the fruit of Jewish enterprise and labour. If 
they are raided to defray the cost of the military expenditure instead 
of being spent on public services, it will mean that the Jews, the 
innocent victims of the riots, will be victimised again. This may be 
justice as practised in Palestine, but it is not the British justice that 
everyone has come to admire and respect. It is, in fact, nothing 
but a way of helping the Arabs to sabotage Jewish efforts! 


THERE is another aspect to consider. The bill now to be paid 
need not have been more than a fraction of 
HOW THE BILL what itis if proper vigilance and energy had 
GREW been exercised by those on the spot. The 
administration had repeated warning of what 
was brewing. And when the trouble actually broke it was handled 
in a Spineless fashion that simply invited increased lawlessness. 
As Sir Percy Harris pointed out in Monday's Parliamentary debate, 
if the authorities had not waited five months, but had acted 
earlier. ... ifthey had taken thé advice of some people on the 
spot, it would not have been necessary to have sent this immense 
army. The long delay gave time for the Arabs to organise, equip 
and -make themselves a really dangerous force.” It is hard that 
the Jews, Whose exemplary restraint contributed powerfully to the 
shortening of the outbreak, should be called upon to pay for -this 
remissness. What makes the situation the more serious, however. 
is that no one knows when another outbreak may not occur, for the 
Arabs are still not disarmed. That the Jews are alleged by the 
‘Colonial Secretary to be similarly equipped is no argument for 
inaction. At least their arms will only be used in self-defence. and 
not to shoot down harmless men and women!

Councilor Turpin declared that almost every night people were 
being ill-treated and assaulted by Blackshirts. The Chairman of the 
Bethnal Green Branch of the Transport and General Workers’ Union 
was assaulted and severely beaten by Blackshirts.

the North-East Bethnal Green League of Youth, who was delivering 
some Labour hterature. was caught in a back street by about a dozen 
Blackslirts and sever ly all-treated, and another literature seller was 
treated hkewise at the corner of Cambridge Road and Bethnal Green 
Road. “There are many other instances that I could mention,” he 
added, 

Blackshirts — had always boasted that the buildings opposite 
Victoria Park. Square were 100 per cent.: Fascist. They accordingly 
asked their supporters to put up Fascist posters, but to their surprise 
i far greater number of Labour Party posters were put up. This 


made them the laughing-stock of the district, so one Sunday morning 
they attempted to pull the Labour posters down. There was a minia- 
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ture riot, and the Blackshirts were chased down Green Street to the 
shouts of: “You're not dealing with Jews now; you're dealing with 
vour own people!” 

Councillor Turpin said: “They are intimidating the population, 
especially the Jews, in an attempt to prevent them from casting their 
votes. There is an area around the Fascist headquarters in Bethnal 
Green which our canvassers cannot enter because the Fascists beat 
them up. And I have heard of many people, especially Jews, refusing 
to open their doors at night to canvassers.” 

A fear that | found pretty general is that, unless immediate steps 
are taken to prevent it, Blackshirts will so frighten the electors that 
they may gain a victory on Nazi lines. The Blackshirts will be assisted 
by the fact that the local population, believing that the police are biased 
and will therefore not give them protection, will refuse to register their 
vote. Itt cannot be made too clear that the ballot is secret and that it is 
the duty of the police to protect all voters against intimidation. 

“The Jewish electors.” said Councillor Turpin, “must be made 

realise that it is supremely uiportant for them to vote for the 
candidates on this occasion,

The question of the letting of the Limehouse Town Hall to the 
British Union of Fascists came up at a meeting of the Stepney Borough 


Council on Wednesday on the report of the General Purposes, Staff 
and Education Committee.

Palestine Supplementary Estimates 


Riot Burden on Palestine Taxpayers 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent] 


The discussion in Committee by the House of Commons of a 
Motion to grant a supplementary sum for Colonial and Mi dite 
Eastern services displayed some interesting sidelights on the atti- 
tude of Members towards the Palestinian situation. Mr. Orn sby- 
Gore, the Colonial Secretary, in bis presentation of the particulars wo: 
the items relating to Palestine and Transjordan, made it clear that 
the bulk of the sum would be received back from Palestine. lodeed 
£1,084,410 would be repaid by Palestine out of a total of £1,105,000, 
the difference being in respect of the cost of the garrison and of 
air force works in Transjordan, the revenue of which country was 
insufficient to meet the expenditure without an Exchequer grant. 
I heard Members later commenting on the further official endorse- 
ment thus given to the fact that Palestine does not place a burden 
on the taxpayers in this country. 

The Colonial Secretary stated that Lord Peel's Commission placed 
the whole question of the future of Palestine sub judice at the present 
time. This viewpoint apparently bore weight with the Committee 
generally, although considerable tension was evident, and some Members 
found it difficult to suppress their emotions. Mr. Tom Williams’ condem- 
nation of those who had been responsible for the ** grave punishment of 
the loyal people who never lifted a hand against the Government” was 
generally approved, as was his complaint that the delay in dealing with 
the riot by the Authorities enormously increased the expenditaore.

Seated with folded arms behind the Treasury Bench, Lord Winterton 
together with Mr. Crossley eagerly watched the proceedings, aud when 
Sit Percy Harris began to complain about the Government having been 
“caught napping” when, although warned, they did not take efficient 
steps to meet the position, Lord Winterton rose on a point of order and 
threatened that “‘ some of us” would have something to say on the other 
sile if a debate were allowed. 

Lord Winterton warned the Committce that they were “ playing 
with fe " in debating this subject. He stated deliberately ** that he had 
some information from high official sources in Palestine that. one of the 


primary causes of the revolt was the one-sided attitude taken by. the Com. * 


inittee of the House of Commons.” This provoked the reply by Colonel 
Wedgwood later that officials in Palestine were more loud in their protests 
than were the Arabs, and that it was their opposition to Parliament that 
caused the trouble. 

Mr. Stephen contributed to the debate by attacking the weakness of 
the Palestine Administration, and Mr. Gallacher vigorously supported the 
Arab cause. 


Ort Parliamentary Advisory Council 
Lord Marley Speaks at Luncheon 


Lord Marley, Chairman of the Parliamentary Advisory Council 
of the Ort, wave a luncheon on Monday at the House of Commons to 
representatives of the American Jewish Trade Unions and frends ot 
the Ort who are returning to the United States after visiting Palestine. 
Among those present were Lord and Lady Marley, Lord Snell, Mr. and 
Mrs. Turner-Samuels, Colonel Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., and Mr. Barnett 
Janner. 

Lord Marley said that their Council depended on countnes lke 
England, America and France (since Germany was now a source of weak- 
ness to them) to provide the roots from which .the branches of their 
work. which consisted un the rehabilitation of the Jewish mhabitants of 
Eastern Europe, could be carried on. They had to transform the popula- 
tions of these areas and train them im industry and agriculture. The 
yenerosity of the Jews m America, England, France and South Africa 
had previded them with millions of dollars with which to accomplish 
this work. The tint wis for the puast year showed that one rrullion French 
franes had been collected from the Jews in Poland, as agarmst 300,000 
French frances from those in the United States and 250,000 French francs 
from the Jews in.Great Britain. This meant that the Jews in Poland, 
whose poverty was proverbial, had contributed three times as much for 
the work of the Ort as had those of Amenca. ‘There was now the neces- 
sitv’ for making an appeal both in Great Britain and in America, to which 
country he imtended to travel shortly for the purpose of hiunching the 
campougn for the Ort 

There were many reasons why they had now to appeal for further 
financial support The parents’ fees for thetr schools, which m 1954 had 
yielded 54 per cent..of their expenses, had sunk to 39 per cent. m 1935, 
and would prove considerably less for 1936. Theit teachers were receiving 
salaries which approxunated to £1 per week, but they had even volun- 
teered to ac: ept a cut, In connection with the Jewish settlement in Biro 
Bidjan, the Ort had spent, im conjunction with the Russian Government, 
one-and-a-quarter nulhon roubles for the erection of factones and houses 
to receive emigrants. Thus ther work had two sides, the traming of 
emigrants and the preparation of the eountry into which they went. 
They were further harassed in Poland by official hostility which increased 
their expenditure on school buildings and accommodation. 

There were three Parhamentary Councils assoctated with them tn 
their work. In “rance, the Advisory Committee of the Ort was presided 
over by M. Henot, and M. Blum was associated with it, and in America, 
they hoped to reconstitute the American Congress Advisory Committee. 
Mr. Isidore Nagler, Mr. Max Zaritsky and Mr. Halpern associated them- 
selves with Lord Marley’s remarks, and the American visitors promised 
Lord Marley every assistance in the U.S.A.

Palestine to Meet Whole Cost 
FURTHER TROUBLE FORESHADOWED 


In the House of Commons on Monday, in Committee of Supply. 
& ‘motion was presented: “ That a Supplementary sum, not exceeding 
£106,620, be granted to His Majesty, to defray the charge which will 
come in course of payment during the vear ending on the 3Ist day of 
March, 1937, for sundry Colonial and Middle Eastern Services under 
His Majes.y'’s Secretary of State for the Colomes, including certain 
Non-effec ive Services and Grants in 

Presenting the estunate, the Coloma! Secretary, Mr. OarnMssy- 
Gore, said: “ The largest gross item in lus Supplementary Vote ol 
£26,000 in all, is in respect of the cost of sending large remtorcements 
to Palestine during the disturbances up to October last year. The bulk 
of it, as the Comnuttee will see, is received back again from Palestine. 
There 1s a slight difference. The gross amount ts £1,105,000, and we 
get back from Palestine only £1,084.410. The difference is in respect ot 
Transjordan. ‘Lhe revenues in Transjordan are insufficient to meet the 
expenditure without an Exchequer grant-in-aid. Although we get the 
money back from Palestine, the Comumittee are entitled to know how 
this large sum os armved at and what is the The additional! 
cost of troops is obviously to be explained by the large temporary 
increase im garmnsons, but since the eessation of disorder, in October 
last, it has been arranged to reduce the emergency garrison to seven 
battahons, at which it stands to-day, and they are being retained 
there.

Mra. T. (Don Valley, Lab.) : Perhaps the less one

down to toake the best of the position iis rapudly iis possible. This 
colossal expenditure of over £1,000,000, which is to become a burden 
upon the actual victuns of the motous G¢onduct, 1s going to be a fairly 
hefty burden.

“ The charge,” he said, “if there is a charge, is one of excessive 
patience on the part of the authorities. If they had not waited five 
months, but had acted earlier in this very small country, if they had 
taken the advice of some people on the spot, it would not have been 
necessary to have sent this immense army. The long delav gave time 
for the Arabs to organise, equip and make themselves a really danger- 
ous force.

General Criticism of the Government 

Mr. CAMPBELL STEPHEN (Glasgow, Camlachie, 1.L.P.): “ I was 
Palestine at the beginning of this vear, and I found on all hands a 
general criticistn of the Government in this eountry in sending military 
forces to Palestine and of the way in which the whole situation was 
handled. There was the greatest resentment among both sides ot the 
population at the way in which things had gone, and now the Govern- 
ment are adding to the difliculties of the situation by saying that the 
people of Palestine are to be responsible for all this expenditure of 
money. I gathered from the people in Palestine that this expenditure 
which we are being asked to vote to-day was quite unnecessary and 
that it was largely undertaken because the administration in Palestine 
had proved itself inefticient.” 

Mr. W. GALLACHER (Fife, W., Com.) : “I wish to take the greatest 
possible exception to the general accusations which have been made 
and which have suggested that this fine body of people, the Arabs, are 
murderers and blackguards.”  (Interruption.) “The Arabs are not 
rufhans and bandits. It is possible that, arising out of the troubles 
in Palestine, there may have been people who took advantage of the 
situation and played the part of ruffians. The trouble in Palestine 
brought with it the necessity for the Arabian people to make a splendid 
demonstration and to fight to maintain their independence. That was 
the question at issue. | 

“If,” he continued, “instead of spending this money in the way 
u. Which it was spent, it had been spent in setting up a Legislative 
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Assembly, there would have been no trouble in Palestine. Probably 
there will be more difficulties as the result of the situation there. but 
if it is a question of ruffians, [ would recommend the Member for 
Neweastle-under-Lyme to give lus attention to Mr. Jabotinsky and 
his Fascist organisation, who are deliberately carrying on provocation.

Mr. Ormsby-Gore Replies 

Mr. Orouspy-Gore, in replying to the discussion, said: “I have 
realised, ever since I set up the Peel Commission, that until it has 
reported I cannot begin to make up my mind as to the policy that 
should be pursued in Palestine, because the Commission was asked to 
vo into the underlying causes. Mr. Stephen has his views as to the 
weaknesses of the Administration. I wish to know the views of the 
Royal Commission, and I wish to hear their comments on the situation. 
Mr. Gallacher asked why we did not have a legislative council. I 
was not Colomal Secretary at the time of the Debate on Palestine 
before the disturbances broke out, but | understand that it largely 
turned on the question of a legislative council, and nobody in the 
House in any part would have it.” 

Sin P. Harris: “May I ask the right hon. gentleman to deal 
with my question whether the Arabs have been allowed to retain 
their arms?’ 

Mr. Ornmssy-Gore: ~ There are a great many arms illicitly held 

by both Arabs and Jews in different parts of Palestine. Efforts 
t. control the inflow of arms last year failed, and we know that hidden 
here, there and everywhere in Palestine are large numbers of arms and 
considerable amounts of anunumtion. That is why we are continuing 
ty» keep considerable Forces in Palestine. We cannot be sure that 
there will not be further outbreaks. That these arms have been 
coming in for some time—not so intensively last year, but for some 
tune before—as known to us, and it is umpossible to get them, short of 
wlopting very difficult and drastic measures in collecting them. It ts 
extremely difficult to get mtles which are hidden away in villages. 
It ts not a ease of armed bands possessing rifles. We had armed 
bands, of course, particularly from outside Palestine. but the problem 
now is the very large number of arms in the possession of the crvilan 
population generally, and that has been the case since the War. In 
Palestine you are not dealing with . 
i} normal detmmocratic country, brut 
with a country un which there are 
two great historic races, with all 
the feelings which they have 
inherited from the past and a 
situation of very serous. racial 
and religious tension.” 

Mr... Wepewoono: The right 
hon. gentleman has referred . to 
the nuinber of arms held both by 
Arabs and Jews. he really 
compare the position of the hold- 
ot arnns by people who only 
use them and only coudd use them 
in defence, with the position of 
people wha use them to commut 
murder?” 

Mr. Ormssy-Gore: “I shall 
not at this time atterupt to answer 
so unwise a question, It could do 
nothing but harm if [ attempted

Sir William Allen (Armagh, Con.) asked the Colonial Secretary 
whether he was aware that outrages bad broken out again and were 
of daily occurrence in Palestine; and whether, as that was partly 
due to the disarming of the police in certain districts, he would say 
what steps were being taken to prevent the recurrence of crime. 

Mr. Ormsby-Gore: The situation in Palestine remains generally 
as described in my reply to a question on the 19th of January. On 
the information at my disposal I see no grounds whatever for the 
suggestion that any recurrence of crime in Palestine is due to the 
disarming of the police in certain limited areas. 


Budget Shows Small Surplus 
£175,000 SPENT ON MILITARY MEASURES 


[From our Correspondent—JERUSALEM } 


Pubhe finances in Palestine for the nine months ending December 
Sist last showed a small surplus revenue exceeding expenditure by) 
£P98,384. In ordinary circumstances, the surplus would have been 
(to judge from the experience of the previous year) not less than 
£P1,500,000. The total cash surplus at the end of the year was 
£P6,366, 194. 

Revenue from April Ist to December 3lst amounted to 
{P3,233,537, of which Customs receipts formed the bulk at £P1,429,192. 
Licences, taxes, fees of court or office, receipts for specific services, 
ete., amounted to another million pounds. A grant-im-aid of £107,578 
was obtained from the Imperial Government, 

Expenditure at £P3,135,153 included a total disbursement of 
tP693,073 on police and prisons and the Transjordan Frontier Force, 
or 22 per cent. of total State outlay in that period. There was the 
additional item of defence (contribution towards the cost of the British 
nulitary forees), amounting to £P175,250, which brought the cost of 
security to approximately 28 per cent. | 

Other large items of expenditure during the nine months were 
£P173,000 on education (mainly on schools for Arabs) and £P140,000 
on health. The surplus and deficit account excluded the net loss on 
the railways, which, as at March 3ist, 1937, was estimated at 
£P242.449.

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Serious Rioting at Tiberias 
SIXTY JEWS AND ARABS INJURED | 


Crowd 


A serious riot developed at Tiberias on Friday last as the result 
of stone-throwing by Arabs. The Jews who were thus attacked 
retaliated and the police fired a volley into the air as a warning and 
dispersed the crowd. Thirty Jews and thirty Arabs were injured 
by the stone-throwing and one Arab was injured by a police rifle 
shot. Three policemen, two British and one Jewish, were injured 
by stones. Later some Arabs took to the hills near the town from 
where they started shooting. Military reinforcements were rushed 
to the scene and replied to the shooting with machine-gun fire. 
Curfew was imposed on the town in the evening and troops patrolled 
the streets.

Accounts vary as to the cause of the outbreak. According to 
an official Press statement, a group of Revisionists proceeding to 
Tel Hai were attacked by Arab boys who threw stones. This stone. 
throwing spread through the town and the police intervened, 
making a number of arrests, A large crowd: of Arabs effected the 
release of the prisoners. This statement, however, is denied by the 
lews in Tiberias, who maintained that the attack on the Jews had 
nothing to do with the members of the Betar, who, as a matter of 
fact, proceeded to Tel Hai after the riots had broken out. 

The tirst messoge from Tiberias stated that trouble broke out 
in the afternoon as an Arab crowd emerged from the mosque. They 
threw stones at Jews -and also attacked Jewish houses in the old 
city, where they smashed a number of windows. In defence the 
ews retaliated by throwing stones. A Jewish bus was also stoned, 
and in retaliation an Arab bus carrying a uumber of Hauranis was 
stoned by Jews. One Ilaurani was injured. 

A later message stated that earlier in the morning.a nuniber of 
lews, baving obtained information that something was about to 
happen, made representations to the police authorities in Tiberias 
informing them that nunmibers of Arabs from neighbouring villages 
.were gathering in the town. ‘Their representations, however, 
proved ineffective ; and no precautions were taken by the police 
autborities. 


Ou Saturday morning there was again unrest, Arabs throwing 
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stones at Jews, several of whom were injured. The police, how. 
ever, dispersed the mob. 

Three Jews and two Arabs were charged in connection with the 
disturbances on Friday. Two of the Jews were sentenced to one 
year's imprisonment each, and the third to six months’ imprison. 
ment, while one Arab was sentenced to two years and the other to 
one year's imprisonment, 

At a special meeting of the Tiberias Municipal Council, the 
District Commissioner, Mr. Blackburne, stated that the Governmen: 
had decided to suppress all attempts to create disturbances. The 
police, he said, would shoot without hesitation. The Jewish 
councillors at the meeting accused the police of not taking adequate 
steps at the beginning of the disorders. 

The Hebrew press on Sunday vigorously criticised the officia! 
communiqué in regard to the outbreak. The official statement ix 
declared to be a distortion of the facts. The Revisionist group are 
stated to have shown self-restraint and not retaliated by throwiny 
stones at thé Arabs. It is further protested that at the administra 
tive trial assaulted Jews were punisbed in the same way as thos, 
Arabs who were assaulting them. A remark by the District Com 
missioner to a Jewish defendant is quoted. When the latter asked 
how he could help defending himself when attacked, the Distric: 
Commissioner replied that he should have hidden himself. The 
Jews, the Hebrew papers say, will not tolerate such a policy, ani 
will not yield their right to defend themselves.

Present Students’ Anxiety Over Appointments 


Mr. Mendelowitch referred to the anxiety of the present students 
of the College at the increasing proportion of tunistertal apporntments 
voing to men who had not been trained there. It was useless for the 
Council of the College to promise their students that they would. do 
their best to secure for them suitable posts. The choie for ministers! 
appoimtments rested with the Community and not with the Counc ot 
the College. The question of the provision ol Readers (Chazarium) for the 
Community also was referred to by Mr. Mendelowitch. To-day, it was an 
undeniable fact: he said. that there was not a single Chazan in the service 
of the United Synagogue who received his traming and education at the 
ollege. New Congregation- were rapndly formec, and thes neecdect 
Ministers. Jews’ College, as at present constituted, could not satists 
the demands. 

Mr. &. Jarpwer, Chairman of the Jews’ College Couneal, spoke of the 
early struggles of the College. The pioneers of the staff had worked 
nimeost without pay.

He accused British 
Jewry of lack of consideration i this respect, and he would not. rest 
until his co-religionists recognised that they had to fulfil their responsibrlits 
towards their Ministers. and until they possessed the ‘understanding 
that Jews’ College was the inhentance of the Cormunity and not the 
private property of the Counc! who wanted nothing better than to 
serve therm.

of the College. The combination of preacher and Reader, said Dr.

Special Committee of the College, a year or so ago, made enquines from 
students, ex-students, Mimisters and others in order to find out how they 
hac benefited from the College and where in their opinion the curriculum 
and training were at fault. The report produced as the result of that 
enquiry was a condemnation of the whole system of traiming at. the 
College, vet that report never saw the light of day.

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Jewish Memorial Council 
Decreasing Number of Girls in Classes 


\ meeting of the Central Committee for Jewish Education of 
the Jewish Memorial Couucil was held’ on Monday at Woburn 
House. Dr. M. Epstein, the Chairman of the Committee, presided. 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler, Director of Jewish Education, reported. that 
the “Ellis A. Franklin”’ Prize Fund for 1937 woald be allocated as follows - 
Jewish Religious Education Board, 10 prizes of £1 each: Union of Hebrew 
and Religion Classes, 5 prizes of £3 each: andthe Talmud Torah Trust. 
2 prizes, one of £5 and one of £2. Mr. Adler asked the Committee for 
authority to make two payments for a cause which they had at heart, 
namely, the continued education of girls. The London Organising Council 
for Jewish Education had suggested that some of the girls’ clubs should 
have Jewish education courses for their members, and two clubs—the 
Butler Street and the Brady Associated Clubs—ex pressed their Willingness 
to begin these courses if they received some aid. 

It was agreed to give £20 a year for the two clubs. 

Mr. Adler said that they had been approached by the Visitation Com. 
tittee of the United Synagogue with the object of providing some Jewish 
instruction to Jewish prisoners at Wormwood Scrubs, who were mostly 
first offenders. It was decided to appoint the hey. B. N. Michelson as 
Visiting Chaplain, combining with this post the giving of Jewish 
instruction, After a discussion it was agreed that £26 be vranted towards 
one year's salary for this purpose. 

An application from the Talmud Torah Trust for the renewal of a 
crant of £5) for books, for one year, Was agreed to, 

The Director of Jewish Educatiou reported upon his visits to classes 
in Manchester, Bolton, Glasgow, Giffnock, Falkirk, and Edinburgh. A 
comment was made upon the decline in numbers in most of the classes 
which had been visited. Whilst agreeing thatit was attributable to the 
seneral decline of the child population, Mr. Nathan Morris suggested that 
it was due much more to the decrease in the number of Jewish girls 
receiving Jewish education. The difference between the numbers of girls 
and of boys attending classes was greater to-day than it had been in 
previous years, the figures now being 40 girls to every 60 boys. 

The results of the Jews’ College Teachers’ Examinations in January, 
1937, were repotted by Mr. Adler as follows: Of the 71 entries, 35 passed 
{4 with distinction); seven were referred back as they failed in one sub- 
ject; and 29 failed. Im the Senior Grade there were four successes, 
including two in Part I, and two in the whole examination (one with 
distinction in the optional subject of modern Hebrew). In the Middle 
Grade 13 were successful, in whole or part, including one with distinction ; 
and in the Junior Grade 15 successes were shown, including three with 
ciistinetion.

The. work of countering defamation con- 
tinued, and the part played by the Jewish citizens in various fields 
of activity would be the subject of leaflets which would be issued very 
shortly. The maternal already prepared was being widely distmbuted. 
During the month, he had addressed further meetings at Hull, Edin- 
burgh and Glasgow. No aspect of the anti-Semitig activities was being 
allowed to pass unchallenged, and the anti-Jewish issues raised im the 
forthcoming L.C.C. elections were being watched and dealt with.

Some recent visitors to Germany (continues the report) declare that there 
ia a growing dislike of the anti-Jewish measures and that the official habit 
of blaming the Jews for every misfortune begins to provoke ridicule. 

After referrmg to the work of the High Commissioner for Refugees 
from German the Liaison Committee, the report deals with the position 
in Poland, where anti-Jewish hooliganism and outrage continue. 

The position in Danzig since the last meeting of the Council of the 
teacue of Nations has definitely become more serious, and the Nazis are 
now, to all intents and purposes, in command. 


The position of the Jews in Rumania continues to give the Committee 
cause for anxiety. The’ sifuation in the annexed provinces of Bukovina, 
tesearabia and Transylvania is reported to be steadily worsening as fa: 
as the Jewish inhabitants are concerned. 

Mr. Montefiore pointed out the evident intention of the Naz: leaders 
to spread by all means in their power their racial anti-Jewish doctrines 
te other countnes. They were witnessing its effects im all countries 
where German influence was powerful. They. saw it m Rumania and 
Poland; they saw attempts, less successful attempts, elsewhere. As 
Dr. Goebbels said somewhere recently, the German Mimstry of Propa- 
vanda spun tts web across Kurope, but few spiders cured to make the 
threads so visible.

And he 
wught that the emptiness of that hall—the fact that perhaps only 
thirty or forty people had felt willing to take part in a discussion 
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which, if it had a reality, would have been of enormous unportance to 
the Community—was an indication of the sense of responsibility felt 
by those members of the Board who realised the danger of public 
discussion of this question at the present time. 

He was able to say, with authority, on behalf of the officers of 
the Board, said Sir Robert, that they did agree in a large measure 
with Mr. Horowitz in feeling that there was something unsatistactor, 
in the present situation of the Joint Foreign Committee. He thought 
if Mr. Horowitz would withdraw his motion and come together with 
the Hon. Officers of the Board to try to see whether they could not 
bring about some improvernent in their machinery for dealing with 
the difficult problem of foreign affairs for which the Board was respon- 
sible, he would be rendering a very great service to the Comrmumty 
and to the Board. 

Mr. Nevitie Laski said, as President, it was his duty to say 
that there was not a sufficient muanber of persons present, having 
regard to the nature of the business, for that business to be conducted 
to finality, which would be a vote.

The Hairdressing Trade 
LACK OF ORGANISATION 


Jews and Non-Jews Equally Affected 
SUNDAY CLOSING ABUSES 


By a Special Investigator 


This is the sixth and last of this series of articles by a 
trained investigator who is enquiring intocharges made by anti- 
Semites against Jewish employers in the East End of London. 
A summary of the series will be found at the end of the article. 

The Hairdressing Trade in East London is predominantly 
Jewish. Labour conditions are definitely bad throughout the 
whole country. Trade Union organisation is weak and a Hair- 
Registration Council, set up in 19238, has not yet pro- 
duced practieal results. Neither the Shop Hours Act nor the 
Sunday Closing Act seems to be properly obeyed. There is a 
high percentage of tuberculosis through unhygienic conditions 
an average of sixty-six hours a week is worked:

wages are low 
apprentices are engaged in bad faith and price- 
cutting is general. None of these offences is confined to Jews. 
They seem to be practised by the majority 
whether Jew or non-Jew.

Closing Act. There are Jewish hairdressing 
that open both Saturday and Sunday.

easy after May Ist, when the new Sunday Trading Act comes 
into operation. 


This article briefly examines the hairdressing trade, with special 
regard to conditions in East London. It ts concerned principally with 
last London because the great majonty of masters and assistants there 

Jews. 

The troubles in the hairdressing trade are, it seems to me, due to 
n lack of organisation. The assistants are not organised to resist any 
exorbitant dernands that may be made by the masters, and the masters 
are not sufficiently well organised to unpose any discipline upon each 
other. As there are no Trade Board regulations providing minimum 
conditions, this organisation and discipline are all the more necessary, 
and the extent to which sweating occurs is a measure of the inability 
of the trade to regulate itself. 


| wish to emphasise that the conditions described below are NOT 
PECULIAR TO EAST LONDON AND ARE NOT, THEREFORE, 
SPECIFICALLY JEWISH. The hairdressing trade throughout the 
country (ameng which the Jewish hairdressers of East London form a 
tiny percentage) is in a sorry position. Sweating as to hours, wages and 
working conditions, and price-cutting are national questions, and, it is 
true to say, masters’ associations all over the hepa are seriously 
concerned at the position. 


The hairdressing trade so far has been regulated by two acts » the 
Shop Hours Act, 1934. which 1s a general Act applying to all trades, 
and the Haurdressers’ and Barbers’ (Sunday Closing) Act, 1O30. The 
lormer Act was framed by the Government for the pr tection of 
hiverle employees; the latter makes provision for the closing of shops 
on one-and-a-half days of the week. Apart trom this, the adult worker 
is. entirely unprotected, and there 1s little doubt that conditions in 
the East London hairdressing trade are far from good

"Several years ago, IT was asked to preside over an enquiry as to the 
labour of children under fourteen in the County of London, and 
one of the spec lal subjects ol emguiry Was the eonditions in the 
hairdressers’ shops. There were many charges made, which it -1s 
wholly. unnecessary for me to examine, but the thing which impressed 
ne. most forcibly was this: that the percentage of tuberculosis in 
those shops was SO far in excess of the normal fir wire that it Wis 
obviously in” the interests ot yvoune people that they should he ais 
lar as possible from the obvious til of being employed in those 
places. 

“We all know ‘that a great nurober 
underground, and the. opti af the employees to 
tuberculosis is, I believe, due to this: that in those places there is 
an enormous amount of smal! fine hair which necessarily gets 
breathed by the people in those places, causing an irritation of the 
lungs and therefore producing ‘anmdlialonn very favourable for the 
germ of tuberculosis.’ 


Assistants also frequently suffer fromm dermatitis, and in the whole 
of East Lendon only 240 saloons—it was calculated in 1934 that there 
were altogether 618 saloons in East London—are insured against work - 
men’s compensation risks. It is also an inte resting commentary on the 
situation’ that not more than twenty saloons in Stepney have been

“Where persons employed about the business of a shop take any 
tneals in these shops, there shall be provided and mamntamed : suttable 
and sufficient facilities for the taking of those meals.” 

A letter in the Harepressers’ Weekity Journat for Novernbe: 
Mh, 1935. calls attention to the scandal of mealtimes for assistant in the 
London and suburban barbers’ and hairdressers’ shops, and suggests 
that not more than five per-cent. of employers allow the full and proper 
mealtimes that should be allowed according to the law. Many assistants 
have told me that in busy times in particular they have had to eat 
their lunches in the saloon while the hair was fiving about. 

The worst abuses occur with regard to the hours of work. The 
provision in the Shop Hours Act that rocords of tho hours to be workod 
by young persons should bo exhibited in the shop is not kpt, and 
many assistants are ignorant as to their legal hours of work. Most 
assistants have to work, on the avsorage, sixty-six hours a woek, running 
from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. on about five-and-a-half days of the weok. 


It is in the ladies’ hairdressing trade that the worst abuses in this 
regard occu masters have mstituted what is known as a 
“spreadover, whereby they give an assistant leave for a few hours 
in the day, when business is quiet, but expect him to make up for 
thus bys staying until 10 or at rghit. This practice is aided by the 
fact that a permanent wave takes from three to four hours to do; 
and so “perms” which are begun during working hours at 6 or 7 )p.m. 
necessitate the presence ol the assistant until a late hour. The only 
people who are regarded as getting any advantage out of this are the 
employers, for the assistants are paid no fixed overtune rate.

It is calculated that, on the whole, during the last 
assistants’ wages in the East End have fallen by 
one-third. ‘This fall im, and low standard of, wages is due to the fact 
that the Trade Umon organisation among hairdressers is not strong 
enough to lay down and maintain any definite scale of wages. 

It is bound up with what has been termed the “training school 
ramp.” Many “schools of hairdressing” have sprung up which take 
on pupils at whatever premiums can be obtained and after a shiort 
period release them on the industrial market, “half-baked” and incom- 
petent hairdressers. The Hatrpressers’ WEEKLY JOURNAL of January 
Sth, 1936, prints the following case : 

‘Dorothy Walker said she answered a newspaper advertisement in 

1930 and pant’ £10 on the undertaking that she would be tramel 

until proficrent om all branches of the trade. She found there were 

eighteen prenmmum apprentices and no qualhhed assistants. After 
heing there two months, Mrs. Brock asked her to go to another hair- 
dressers’ shop to work. She refused because she had paid her money 
to be taught at Brock’s and because she could net then do the job 

She knew nothing.’’ 

So great has become the surplus of labour among hairdressers that 
it is caleulated that three out of every 
money in advertising for jobs that are not there.

Price-Cutting 

A hairdressing saloon can be obtained on the jure-purchase 
system, and many trainees, who have been unable to obtain work, have 
opened such saloons with their last resources. Their work 1s not 
yood and so, to attract custom, they have cut poces. Unfortunately, 
ym the East. End of London, because Jews are in the majonty in the 
trade, the majority of prce-cutters are Jews. 

it must clearly be understood that price-cutting takes place all over 
the country; and in the Provinces, where thore are very fow Jowish hair- 
dressers, prices are cut as frequently and as low as in the East End. 


Keononneally, price-cutting tmeans the cutting of overhead costs. 
This 1s done by cutting wages and, where there is a large surplus of 
labour and no Trade Union organisation, this is easily achieved; also 
by using inferior maternal. Thus, where some thirty-six curlers are 
“perm, a& price-cutter will use only eighteen, 
Pnee-cutting takes place manly among the cheaper 
permanent waving— Eugene “perms are not allowed to be made unde 
2is.—-and there is, of course, a definite danger to the customer in the 
use of inferior matenal and inferior labour,

This practice of price-cutting is one of the main charges made 
hy Fascist anti-Semites against the Jews. It 1s true that the majorrty 
vi prce-cutters in the hairdressing trade in East London are Jews 
because the majyonty of hamrdressers are Jews. But it is no less true 
that the Chairman and Secretary of the East London Hairdressers’ 
Assocation are Jews, and that the rules of the Association state 
expheitly that 

“the Association cannot countenance any form of price-cutting in 

saloon charges, and msists that members conform to this by charging 

lor attendance no less than the standard rate prevalent in ther 
district. In the case of permanent waving, the nmanunum charge 
to be made by members of the Association ts 10s."’ 

Unfortunately, although the Association has as members about 
‘halt the number of hamdressers in Kast London, it is unable to enforce 
its ruling. I belheve that the only way in which that can be done 
Is by so orgamsing the assistants that they will be able to refuse 
to work tor price-« utters and so force these to fall in bne with othe r 
hairdresser 

Meanwhile. the price-cutters operate freely, legally allowed to cdo 
so because they are only mdu!ging in free competitive activity, but 
causing a great deal of anti-Jewish feeling, especially in such districts 
as Bethnal Green and Hoxton. I should mention that even when 
assistants are well organised, pressure ot another kind will still have 
to be brought to bear on the price-cutters, because so many of them 
have shops run entirely by their fanulies.

The Clause was a gracious concession to Jewish religious feeling. 
Certain employers, however, devised ways and means of utilisine the 
Clause, with the result that they now do business on seven days of the 
week. A master will carry on business in two places under different 
names. He keeps one shop open on Saturday, the other on Sunday 
and transfers the staff from one place to the other. In one particular 
case, | am told, every Saturday night the staff take the chairs to a 
shop higher up the road, ready for Sunday morning. 

Assistants had beheved that the Operation Oo} the Act would Lricuiil 
a five-and-a-half days’ week for them, but this new practice has 
teant that many have had to work a seven-day week, while there 
TRANS assistants unemployed. Some masters have also kept Wages 
low, saying that assistants can make them up by working on the 
extra day. 

Happily the grossly anti-social conduct will be made much more 
difficult when the new Sunday Trading Act comes into force on 
May Ist,

In general, our investigator has found that sweating 
due not so much to the greed of individuals—as it is to tl 
circumstances of the trade, which move in a vicious circ!

Here it is not profitable ‘o 
maintain large factories; the work is contracted out to smal! 
masters who work at home and employ a few hands only. 1}! 
system places a premium on cut-throatcompetition with its attendan' 
evils. Owing to the facts that the workers are scattered and th«' 
they work on private premises, frequently being members of tlic 
employer's family, it is extremely difficult to stabilise the trade 
either by Trade Board Regulations or by Trade Union organisations. 
In these industries the Jews are as sweated as they are sweating, 
for it is completely untrue that the Jewish employer sweats only 
the non-Jewish worker ; he sweats (when he does) as an employer, 
not as a Jew.

The furniture trade could more easily eliminate sweating, for 
the factory is rapidly ousting the small workshop, and labour condi- 
tions are therefore easier to control. Yet there are no Trade Board 
Regulations, and though there is a Trade Union agreement as to 
wages and hours, many employers seem to regard it as Hitler bas 
regarded the Treaty of Versailles, except that they have not bothered 
totear itup. Moreover these particular employers include many Jews. 
Their excuse is that they must meet competition, and are therefore 
forced to reduce labour costs. 

The middleman has been squeezed out of existence in the 
‘orniture trade and the biggest sales are made direct to half-a-dozen 
well-known cheap-price retailers. There exists an unofticial Retail 
sccociation Code, which ordains that preference shall be given to 

oods produced by Trade Union labour. But this, too, is ignored, 
ood these firms again ere in many cases Jewish. It is not too much 
‘> sav that the balf-dozen heading cheap-price retailers could wipe 
out the stigma of sweating that justifiably attaches to the furniture 
‘rade. Until they do so they will continue to bear a heavy share 

‘ responsibility for anti-Semitism. 
What a different picture is presented by the boot and shoe 
ide! The responsibility for such sweating as exists bere lies at 
e door of non-Jewish multiple retailers. On the general manu 
turing side, in which Jews are numerous!y engaged both as 
ployers and workers, conditions have been so improved that 
veating may be said to have been eliminated. The best conditions 
Jl exist in North London, where the trade is almost entirely in 
vish hands. It is because of the conscious efforts of a number of 
ewish nranufacturers co-operating whole-heartedly with the Trade 
inion, despite financial loss to themselves, that these fair conditious

Is it too much to hope that when the detractors of Jewry cite 
furniture trade asan example of the maleficent influence of Jews

May we even go further 
nl Lope that the pressure of Jewish public opinion will be strong 
nough to induce a reform of the furniture trade, so that that, too, 
in be cited as an example of the beneficent influence of the Jews.

New Government Party and the Jews 
A Radical Nationalist Programme 


GRAVE THREAT OF ECONOMIC ELIMINATION 


“The Time Has Come for Jews to Emigrate™ 


Loud-speakers, posters and leaflets ceremoniously proclaiged 
throughout Poland this week the formation of the new Goverumeut 
Party which is ostensibly to unify the country on “ totalitarian 
lines. An important declaration regarding the policy to be pursued 
by the new party was made in a broadcast address by Colonel 
\dam hoc, its founder, who is described as the right hand man of 
Marshal RydzSmigly. The Party programme, Colonel Kee declared, 
would conform strictly to the Constitution, guaranteeing « quality of 
rights to all citizens. The new party condemned all acts of violence 
against the Jews, but it would strive to make the Polish people 
independent economically by strengthening the Polish middle 
classes by the transference of the péasants to the cities. 

~ With regard to the Jewish population,” Colonel Koc declared, 

our attitude is as follows: We puttoo high a value on our cultaral 
life as well as on our regard for law and order, without which no 
civilised State can exist. to approve acts of violence and brutal 
anti-Jewish excesses, which lower the dignity and prestige of a 
great peopre. On the other hand, it is obvious that the instinct of 
cultural self-defence has to be obeyed, and it is only natural that 
the Polish society should strive to become economically self. 
suflicient. 

So far as the minorities are concerned,’ Colonel Koc said 

we realise the differences between them and us. We retognise 
the existence of those differences so long as they do not interfere 
with the interests of the State and in so far asthey are not purposely 
used to erect a Chinese wall of hatred between the different sections 
of our population. 

Speaking in the Sejm, Colonel Miedzinski, the leader of the 
frovernment bloc, who is largely responsible for the new programme, 
has made an important statement on the attitude of the Party 
towards the national minorities and particularly towards the Jews. 
Livery. minority, Colonel Miedzinski declared, must. be treated 
differently... So far as the Germans and the Russians were con 
cerned. it must be borne in mind that their presence ith the country 
was due to the former ocevpation of Poland by Russia and (rermany. 
So far as the White Russians and Ukrainians were. concerned, they 
must be treated as the Slav relations of the Poles and they ought to 
be made to feel at home in Polaud, 


A Sop to the Endeks 


With regard to the Jews, it was a different matter. “I feel very 
sorry when I hear that a Jewess bas been beaten in Poland,’ Colonel 
Miedzinski said. ~ The Jewish question in Poland is merely a social 
and economic question, We are couducting negotiations with the 
serious-minded Jewish circles aud they understand us perfectly. 
The Jews came to Poland as a result of persecution, and now the 
time has come for them to emigrate.’ 

Colonel Miedzinski did not deny that the chief aim of the 
programme of the new Party was to obtain support of those young 
people who were at present attached tothe extremist anti-Semitic 
tudek Party. “We have come to our youth,’ he said, “witha 
radical programme which should be outspokenly nationalistic, for 
there are others who are pursuing such a policy and these have got 
ahead of us. We call upon everyone, irrespective of his political 
past, to join us, and those who wiil not join us will have to obey 
our orders,” 

Deputy Dr. Emil Sommerstein, who took part in the Sejm 
debate, denied that there was any necessity because of economic 
reasons for Jewish mass emigration frony Poland. The so-called 
mass influx of Polish peasants into the cities did not exist. Jews 
had lived in Poland throughout the whole of Polish history, even 
before the Polish people had been converted to Christianity. 

The DAILY HERALD reports that the formation of the new 
Party has not met with success, and that little support is forth- 
coming. Several newspapers are stated to have been confiscated 
for expressing opposition. It is felt in political circles, it is added, 
that the Party will disrupt and destroy all the political Parties and 
independent trade and professional organisations, and is a round. 
about way to a one-Party system. The Jewish NAsz PRZEGLAD 
expresses the fear that the new Varty s economic policy means the 
gradual elimination of Jews from trade and industry. 


- = More Student Hooliganism 
“Ghetto” Regulations at Vilna University 


Two Jewish students were seriously injured by Endek students 
at Warsaw University last week. Anti-Jewish excesses also occurred 
at the Warsaw Technical High School and at the High School of 
Journalism, where Endeks brutally attacked Jews who refused to 
occupy “Ghetto benches.” 

At Vilna University, the “Jew-free”’ day proclaimed by the 
Endeks last week proved a failure, the police frustrating the 
activities of Endek pickets who tried to prevent the Jews from 
entering the University building. Two of the Endek leaders were 
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arrested. The Senate of Vilna University has decided to assign 
separate places for Jewish students in the medical laboratories and, 
in some cases, has also assigned special days for Jewish students, 
the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports. The position of the Jewish 
students is a highly tragic one, for by refusing to obey the orders 
of the Senate, they may lose a whole year and may even be 
expelled from the University. 

\t Lwow (Lemberg), Endek students forced their way into the 
Chemical Institute and proceeded to eject all Jewish students, 
several of whom received severe injuries and were badly beaten. 
The same band of Endeks later assaulted Jews at Lwow University. 

The Senate of Cracow University has ratified the “Aryan” 
Paragraph embodied in the statutes of the Union of Law Students, 
Which is the largest students’ union in Cracow.

Few Continental cities with a Jewish quarter such as that 
obtaining in <Amster-

composed of Jewish officials, was instituted for the purpose 

of effecting radical alterations in housing conditions.

Society was faced with a stupendous task, but it resolutely set 
about its work of transforming the face of the Ghetto. 

Building, however, 
preceded demolition. A 
suitable and cheap habi- 
tation for each family, 
was the Society's slogan. 
With the co-operation of 
the local authorities, 
new districts adjacentto 
the City were opened up, 
and large airy b‘ocks 
of flats were erected 
with ample accommoda’ 
tion. To carry out its 
ambitious plap, a sum 
of over two million 
guilders was voted as a 
loan to the Society by 
the City Council, Then 
began the mighty task 
of demolishing the unin. 
habitable parts of the 
Ghetto and the removal 
of the occupants, whose 
ancestors settled in the 
area over three. cen- 
turies ago. 

Whole rows of houses 
were razed to the 
ground, streets in the 
Ghetto area recon. 
structed and widened, and, where practicable, new houses built 
on the old sites. The Society's remarkable piece of pioneering 
work, although by no means fully accomplished, has earned for it 
an honourable place in the annals of Amsterdam Jewry, and the

The Threat of Anti-Jewish Discrimination 
Trade-Tests and Emigration 


GOVERNMENT'S STAND AGAINST ANTI-SEMITISM 


[From a Correspondent | 


Ata recently-held congress of the Verslininkai,”’ an organisatio™ 
grouping Lithuanian industrialists, traders and artisans, demands 
were formulated for a more resolute Government policy in support 
of the rising Lithuanian middle-class. It was suggested that this 
policy should assist Lithuanian enterprise in its struggle against 
the present non-Litbuanian—meaning Jewish—holders of economic 
positions in the towns. A wish was expressed that Government 
contracts should be reserved for Lithuanians. 

At the same time, a section of the Lithuanian Press has been 
agitating in favour of increased Jewish emigration, perhaps as a 
result of the indirect influence of similar Polish views. Lithuania 
is too poor to nourish all her inhabitants, and a_ section of the 
population must therefore emigrate, it is argued. Jewish youth iu 
Lithuania particularly is thus being placed in an increasingly 
difficult situation, being subjected to a “ squeezing-out, process on 
twosides. For example, owing to the fact that admission to the 
Faculty of Medicine is largely reserved to applicants who bave been 
educated in Government schools, large numbers of Jews and other 
non-Lithuanians educated in private minority schools cannot be 
enrolled. Even as things stand, recently published statistics show 
that in the past twenty-five years the Jewish population in Lithuania 
has diminished by one half, chiefly owing to expatriation. . Last 
vear, of 1,707 emigrants who left the country, 1,007, or 70 per cent., 
were Jews. 

Lithuanian Jewry is also alarmed by recurrent rumours of the 
imminent promulgation of a law providing for professional and 
language tests for artisans. This might lead to the exclusion of 
many elderly Jews. It is significant that ~ Verslininkai”™ circles 
insist on the speeding up of the preparation of the law, and especially 
on its application to the tailoring and dressmaking trades, in which 
many Jews are engaged. 

On the other hand, a statement by Dr..Juska, a high Govern. 
ment oflicial, hints-at a more favourable interpretation of the law. 
According to him, the law is not to be a means of ousting Jewish 
artisans. Elderly craftsmen will be allowed to dispense with the 
language tests and will be either liberated from _ professional 
examinations or given special facilities to assist them In passing. 

Younger artisans will have to pass both professional and language 
tests, but will be gaven time to prepare. The necessary 
urbanisation of the Lithuanian population and its accession 
to the: urban trades and professions must mean an _ addition 
to the nou-Lithuanians engaged in those trades or professions and 
not their displacement. Dr. Juska declared: The transition of 
Lithuanians to urban callings should not become dependent on 
artificial Government support by imposing legal disabilities on 
Jewish competitors. However, despite all Dr. Juska’s assurances, 
the Jewish public is by uo means easy on this score. 


Improvement in Lithuano-Jewish Relations 


Some Verslininkai members have further advanced the 
suggestion that all Jewish shopkeepers should be forced to close 
their premises on Sunday, but the Lithuanian Chamber of Agricul 
ture has expressed a different view. It was pointed out in a motion 
voted by the Chamber that a total prohibition of Sunday trading by 
Jews would do harm to the peasantry. 

(mm the whole, signs are not lacking that there has beena 
certain amelioration in the general relations between Lithuanians 
and Jews. General Caplikas, the Minister of the Interior, recently 
issued a statement welcoming the rise of a better spirit in 
Lithuano-Jewish relations and the diminution of anti-Jewish 
propaganda in the Press. He expressed the wish that the 
relations between Lithuanians and the national minorities wou!d 
improve and that every Lithuanian citizen would feel himself 
at home. | 

“There is no reason why the future relations of Jews and 
Lithuanians should not be dictated by their common interests and 
the historic tolerance of Lithuanians,” dec ared General Dirmantas, 
Minister of National Defence, in a Press interview last week. Jews 
fought gallantly side by side with Lithuanians for the independence 
of Lithuania, he went on. Many Jews were killed and several 
obtained high distinctions. “There is n> national or religious 
autagonism or any other racial friction in the Lithuanian army,” 
he concluded. “The Jews and the Lithuanian soldiers live happily 
together and in this respect alone the army may play an important 
part in bringing about a mutual rapprochement.” At the same time, 
it was announced by Professor Roemeris, the Rector of Kaunas 
-(Novno) University, that the relations between Jewish and Lithuanian 
laiversity students had improved. 

The amelioration in the relationships between Lithuanians and 
Jews is attributed to an improvement in the economic situation. 
There is a slight but by no means negligible approach to economic 
recovery that mitgates the social tension in the country and removes 
a part of the economic unrest which is the major underlying cause 
of anti-Semitic friction. However, both the economic imprevement 
and its social consequences are in their very beginnings, and it is 
premature to indulge in far-reaching hopes, 


Memel Nazis Attack Jewish Artisans 
Machinery and Tools Confiscated 


The Nazi majority in Memel bas opened a campaign against 
local Jewish artisans, the Jewish Telegraphic Agency reports. Jewish 
artisans who have been resident in Memel for a great number of 
vears, recently received notices from the authorities forbidding them 
to carry on their trade. Several Jewish artisans brought an action 
against this order of the authorities and won their cases. The latest 
attempt by the Meme! Administration to deprive the Jews of their 
livelihood has taken the form of an order to the police to confiscate 
the machinery and tools of Jewish artisans, and many Jews have 
already suffered in this way.

New Chief Rabbi of Rome 


Professor Pratos Induction 


The induction of Professor David Prato, former Chief Rabbi o 
Alexandria, ‘as Chief Rabbi of Rome took place last week in th: 
Great Temple in the presence of a large gathering. Among thos. 
present were representatives of the Italian Government, the Army, 
Commander of Rome, representatives of the Fascist Party and the 
most prominent Jewish personalities of Rome, as well as delegate 
from Jewish Communities all over the country. 

In his sermon, Professor Prato emphasised the fact that th 
Jews of Rome were, perhaps, the o'dest citizens of any European 
city, having lived there for many generations and for many 
centuries. The Italian Jews who had several generations ago 
settled in Egypt and in the other Mediterranean countries still fel! 
closely bound toe Ltaly, for the Jews knew how to be loyal to » 
country which was treating them as citizens enjoying equal rights 
with the rest of the population. It was such treatment that enabled 
the Jews to work for the common good of their mother count: 
together with the other citizens of Italy.

Rumours Concerning Finances Denied 
DISPARAGEMENT'’ BY THE DEPUTIES 


A Conference of the Federation of Polish Jews in Great Britain 
was held on Sunday in the Ernst Schiff Hall of the Great Synagogue, 
St. James's Place, E.C, and was attended by representatives of 
Synagogues; Friendly Societies and other Jewish bodies. Mr. A. 
Tarlo presided, 

A mark of respect was paid to the memory of Mr. Nahum Sokolow, 
who was President of the Federation: of Mrs. Wolf. an ardent worker for 
the cause; aud of those who had died in Poland, the victims of pogroms, 

Messages Wishing the Conference success were received from Lady 
Spielman, Dr. Celina Sokolow, Haham Dr. Gaster, Rabbi Dr. Sadalovitelh 
of Brussels, and Mr. Harry Kosky, J.P., and cablegrams were received 
from the United States, Brazil, Argentina and Palestine. Dr. Gaster, in 
his letter, advised agaiust any approach to the Volish Government on the 
matter of the cmigration of Jews, They must not, he wrote, cnceourace 
that Gevernment to treat the Jew as an undesirable elemcnt but must 
Insist on his being considered a citizen, with cqual rights and duties to 
those of other citizens, 

Mr. D. Frankel, M.P., opening the conferenee, called fer a unity of 
effort on the part of all individuals who had the cause of their persecuted 
co-religionists in Poland at beart. 

The Chairman said that the Federation, which was established in 1915 
by the late Mr. Pilichowsky, concerned itself at first with the assistance 
of Polish Jews who, many without passporis, found themselves in diffi 
culties during the War. The lederation bad succeeded in getting many 
thousands of such people released from internment camps, and it bad con- 
tinued with its political work alone until the time, more 1ecently, when 
increasing numbers of their starving Jewish countrymen had made it 
essential for relicf work to be undertaken. As the result of the United 
Appeal, he was sorry to say that no more than £56,000 had been realised, 
Which was a mere drop in the ocean in view of the needs of the three-aud. 
a-half million Jews in VPoland. Fifteen months ago the Federation had 
made an effort to get together the communities of Polish Jews in many 
coubntres and a conference had subsequently been held at which repre- 
sentatives of cichteen countries attended. Following this there had been 
a p,ratifying increase in activiticeson behalf of Polish Jewry throughout the 
world and considerable additi ns to the relief funds. Mr. Tarlo said the 
Federation had sent thousands of parcels to Poland, and it had helped to 
defeat the attempted prohibition of Shechita in that country. Had it 
ilone nothing cise in the last year, the Federation would have ecarned, he 
thought,.the thanks of Jewry. The Chairman referred, in conclusion, to 
the enthusiastic co-op ration of Mr. L. doscowiez, Vieoe-Chairman, and to 
the conscientious work of the Sccre’ary, Mr. Jack Goldberg.

The Reichsvertretung Sums Up 


Three-and-a-Half Years’ Effort 
REORGANISING JEWISH LIFE 


. A dispassionate, yet deeply-moving, account of three-and-a-half 
vears’ arduous stewardship on behalf of German Jewry was presented 
by the Reichsvertretung 
der Juden in Deutschland, 
the representative 
organisation of German 
Jewry. at a public mass 
meeting last week. Practi- 
cally all the leading per-

There was the other task of educating the youth and providing a tuture 
lor them; and, finally, there was the task of coming to the succour of 
the needy members of the Community. Let them not play at politics, 
he pleaded. Those who had founded the Reichsvertretung in 1933 
were concerned only with practical tasks. 

Dr. Otto Hirsch, as one of the first Managing Directors of the 
Reichsvertretung, spoke on the complex and difficult problems ot 
orgamsation and finance. The aun of the orgamsing work of the 
Reichsvertretung, he-said, was to unite all the forces of German Jewry 
tor one common task. The fact that the Reichsvertretung was com- 
posed of representatives of Jewish Comununities and organisations 
greatly contributed to giving German Jewry a united voice in all 
Jewish demands.

Help Received from Abroad 


Speaking of the financial position, Dr. Hirsch said that the Reichs- 
vertretung derived its income from three SOUrCCS. Of the tour-and-a- 
half nulhon marks which it expended during 1936, 700,000 marks had 
been obtained from the taxes of the Federal Jewish umons and the 
Jewish Communities, 700,000 marks were obtained through voluntary 
contributions and over 2,400,000 marks had been contributed by 
Jewish organisations abroad. Paying tribute to the support received 
trom the Counce: for German Jewry, the American Joint Distribution 
Committee and the Jewish Colonisation Association, Dr. Hirsch said 
that they remembered the help received from abroad with the greatest 
gratitude, especially as it did not consist only of the contributions to 
the Reichsvertretung. The Jewish organisations from abroad eon- 
tributed, in addition, to. (he settlement and maimtenance of Germian- 
Jewish emigrants. “German Jewry cannot do without the help of the 
torelgn organisations ; and the conviction is held abroad that this work 
is something that concerns every Jew in the world.” 

An outline of the progress made in developing Jewish education 
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was given by Dr. Julius L. Seligsolin, a member of the Executive, wh. 
reported that while, at the beginning of 1936, there were in Germany 
130 Jewish schools, including 118 elementary and twelve secondary 
schools, by the end of 1936 a further thirty Jewish schools had 
been established. At the end of 1936, there were approximately 42,000 
Jewish schoolchildren, of whom 22,000 were educated in Jewish schools 
—18,000 in elementary schools and 4,000 in secondary schools. While 
in 1936 only 46 per cent. of all-Jewish schoolchildren received their 
education in Jewish schools, the proportion increased to 52 per cent. 
at the end of the year. 

In 1936, Dr. Sehgsehn went on, the Reichsvertretung spen| 
485.000 marks on education, subsidising one-third of all-Jewish school. 

The emigration question was raised by Dr. Franz Meyer, of th 
Reichsvertretung Executive, who said that since 1933 almost 100,000 
Jews had left Germany. In 1936 there had been a> decrease ;, 
emigration and the problem had undergone a certain change.

But the Jewish plight is so terrible that it has become the duty of 
every respousible Jewish man to seek new possibilities for the Jewish 
masses. They cannot be satisfied in lLastern Europe with the political 
philosophy of the Bundists, Communists and Folkists who—each in his 


own Way are Oppose to any ition organised on a national seale, 
Nationally controlled cmigration to hew countries 1s @ necessity to-day, 
' The inymense work done in planned colonisation in Palestine and the 


social wre horny ration of the Chatutzim youth must be ack: owledged with 
cles pest respect. every new scheme cf Jewish cmigration on a big scale 
must learn from the fruitful experiences of the Zonist movement. But 
every right thinking Jew realises te lny that the Jewish need has Crown 
far larcer than the possibilities of Zionism, to say nothing of the difficnt!. 
ties In the building of Palestine creat 7 by the enormous pressure orthe 
lasses in the Ga/iuf. 

This is why the new territorialist movement has arisen Spon- 
taneously all over the Jewish world. Not in competition with the Zionist 
movement, but complementary to it, OF course, the Z-oni-t Organisation 
which has to fi ht so mavy difficulties, cannot take on its shoulders this 
new and terribly great task. fut the Jewish people, as a whole, can and 
should. Its sufferings have made it sens-tive and mentally prepared for 
new ideas that are secking to create a better future, 

Nazi propaganda has put the Jewish question once again into the 
foreground of international interest. It is therefore the right time for the 
Jewish people to place its claims bn fore the nations of the wo ld, and it 
is by no means proved that its voice will not be heard. It was by no 
mere chance that the French Colonial Minister, M, Moutet, a few weeks 
avo made a proposition for Jewish org nised immigration to French 
colonies. Apart from the possible value of thes® proposals, we must not 
under-estimate the political significance of th s step. 

There are certainly enormous difficulties In the way of creating a 
new movement, but they can be ov rcome by a c.ear formulation of 
the demands and by an efficient o:ganisation of the forces. A new 
Jewish settlement (' Freeland”) must be built economically on the 
co-operative basis. The principle of autonomy must not be pressed, 
Culturally, it must be a regeneration of Jewish life in all its aspects.

PRING time is such a joyous time. It is essentially the 
festive season of the young, from the lambs which frisk 
and frolic when the sun shines, to the tender plants and 
shoots. and the children who bowl their hoops and run 

races in the park. What a pity it is that Spring is, too, a 

season of minor ailments, epidemics, colds and coughs which 

often debar the children from the joys ofthe wakening vear. It 
is as sad to see a child kept indoors on a bright Spring morning 
aus to see snow in May, or frostbite on the apple blossom. 

‘There are some Spring ailments which, i¢ seems, simply cant 
be avoided. Most children catch infectious diseases at some time 
during their early years, and provided that no complications ensue, 
and that their constitutions are sound, they should quickly recover 
aided by the tonic air 
and the health-giving 
rays ofthe early Spring 
sunshine. But it can 
not be denied that 
Spring-time has 
acquired a reputation 
for illnesses and in- 
fections. The reason 
for this is found to a 
certain extent in the 
frequently changing 
temperatures, which 
can be very trying. 

It must not be for 
gotten, however, that 
Spring is not alone 
guilty of this particular 
sin ofinstability. Itis 
a fault common to all 
ourseasons. What then 
makes the spring so 
treacherous and gives 
parents school 
authorities the right to 

Off for the morning walk dubthe term at present 

in progress the ~ epi- 

demic term’? The answer must be found in the general state of 

health of the children, which has been subjected to the vagaries of 

the prolonged period of winter. If we could find the means of 

maintaining an even standard of bealth inthe children throughout 

the winter; if we could mitigate the evils of enforced days indoors, 

nnd of rooms artificially heated and often improperly ventilated, we 

should go a long way towards avoiding many of the children’s 
illuesses that we now accept in a fatalistic mood in the spring. 

The clothing of children is an important consideration, They 
should be dressed in a way which allows them ample opportunity 
for movement. ‘They should never be overclothed, siuce the burden 
of too mach weight will act as a weakening agent. Many children 
nt this time of the year, when occasionally a warm day occurs, are 
handicapped by too many heavy clothes. tn our pictures you see 
two lucky little girls trotting out clad in comfortable light Jaeger 
coats. They certainly don't look cold. And they also look as 
though walking were a joy and not a burden to them. 


Restrictive Clothing’s Effect on Breathing 


The chief sources of infection-in the prevalent ailments at this 
time of year lie in the respiratory organs. If children breathed 
well, and breathed always clear cold air, it is doubtful whether they 
would cateh half the colds and illnesses they do. But children 
cannot breathe deeply or adequately if their clothes are buttoned 
tight up round their throats, their shoulders laden with heavy coats 
and their chests hampered in expansion by tightly wound scarves. 

On the other hand, the wet ground in spring is apt to 
strike a chill, particularly if one’s shoes are unsuitable. There 
is an old saying that an extra sole on your feet is more valuable 
than a covering to your chest. This is a vital truth where children 
are concerned. How often does one see a small child clad in a thick, 
heavy coat, well buttoned up, yet wearing thin inadequate shoes 
and sometimes short, thin socks! <A child so elad is courting all 
the ailments that Springtime has to offer. Good strong shoes. 
properly cobbled to conform to the child's feet and make his move. 
ments easy and natural, and warm, long socks or stockings, are 
the first essential of children's clothing and should be continually 
worn until really warm, dry weather establishes itself. Even when 
warm days come, if the ground is still sodden this elementary 
precaution should be persisted in. 

Nowadays, when rubber boots are so cheap, and are made in 
such varieties of size and style, there is little or no excuse for 
allowing children to play in the garden without adequate protection 
to their feet. And for walks, the soles of their shoes should be kept 
at a uniform thickness. 

The children’s health in the Spring should be watched over with 
the minimum of fuss. Children, once they have passed their baby- 
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hood, when it 
was their nurse 8 
or their mothers 
duty to see to 
their clothes, 
resent too much 
interference in 
the matter of 
dressing. But the 
wise parent or 
nurse will soou 
learn how to 
keep general 
observation on 
these matters 
without appear: 
ing to do so. 

Kipling has 
told us in his 
anutobiographs 
that “children tell little more than animals.” But, like anim 
their story is told very legibly, and very unmistakably to tho 
who love them, by means other than words. The watchful moth. 
will learn to detect in her child signs that things are not as th. 
should be, and to appreciate the courage and the spirit whic! 
prompt the ready assurance of “ Ob, Um allright.” She will neith 
discourage the admirable attempt on the part of her child to ov 
come personal discomfort and to avoid pampering and fussing 
neglect the symptoms she has noted.

One of the chief factors predisposing to illness at this season 
is the absence of sunshine during the preceding winter .mouth 
iiecognising this, some progressive schools have made 
practice of administering artificial sunlight to their pup! 
during the autumn 
and spring terms. No 
doubt the time will 
come when this inno. 
vation will be gener. 
ally adopted by the 
Authorities. 

but in the mean. 
time there are ways 
in which individual 
parents can counteract 
the sunshine deficiency 
their children have 
suffered from It has 
been found, for 
instance, that children 
living in Iceland and 
in Lapland, where the 
winter is longer and 
gloomier than in this 
country, and where 
houses are necessarily 
nore airtight and 
darker than our own, 
are kept fit through 
the high proportion of 
fish oils in their diet. 
Most children living in 
towns require’ some 
kind of preparation 
containing fish oil. Ana 
to-day there has been 
such an advance in the knowledge and in the preparation of the: " 
there are available brands to suit every child's constitutic® 
and taste, 


One definite characteristic of spring weather is its capacity ‘’ 
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make most of us feel quickly tired and listless. That is because our 
iiood has not yet changed to the required consistency for warmer 
weather, and also because the tonic action of the air speeds things 
+p and so more quickly uses up our reserves of energy. In growing 
-hildren these processes go on with additional speed. They react 
almost immediately to the feeling of spring in the air. They tear 
,round and jump about more than usual, and they grow even faster 
‘han at other times of the year. Therefore, adequate rest is one of 
.eardinal needs of children at this time. 
Encourage them to do some simple exercises both on waking 
d after their nightly tub. Teach them to stand by the open 
» ndow and do breathing exercises. Only see to it that they have 
om dressing-gowns like the Jaegers the little girls are wearing in 
picture, 80 that theyewill not catch co'd.. Children should sleep 
well-ventilated rooms. And rooms are not well ventilated in 
hich the windows are merely open. There should be a current of 
+ passing through the room all the time, but the child should haye 
bed placed out of the draught. 
We are all heartily in agreement with the Government's ideals 
raising the standards of national health and fitness. kvery 
ther and every nurse can enol her-elf under the banner of the 
(overnment’s new scheme, and is in fact in the very vanguard of 
-movement. Let us each make the slogan of our homes, fitter 
dren and the abolition of Springtime ailments. Healthy, happy, 
door children whose’ exercise is taken with the fullest measure 
nterest and enjoyment, will ccquire resistance to the co'ds that 
ve made the Spring a nightmare for so many mothers, nurses and

} gg and Lemon Sauce—Pour the strained juice of three lemons on to 
the potato flour, mix smoothly and add three quarters-of-a-pint of the fish 
Stock, Stir till boiling and simmer for five minutes; then cool. Beat up 
the two egg yolks and remaining whole one and cradually pour the sauce 
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onto them. Strain into a saucepan and stir till it thickens. Do not 


re-bou, or it will curdle, 


Matzo Meal ‘' Noodles '’ 
SENT up two eggs slightly, add a pinch of salt and two tablespoonfuls 
of matzo meal. Melt a little dripping in a small frying-pan and pour in a 
little of the mixture. When cooked on one side, turn and cook on the 
other, Koll up cach pancake and cut across into “noodles” about an 
cighth of an inch wide. Drop into boiling soup before scrving. 


Almond Balls for Soup 
One Salt. 
(Ground almonds, 2 oz. Grated lemon rind. 

SEPARATE the white and yolk of the egg. Beat up the yolk, add the 
almonds, the grated rind of half a lemen and alittle salt. W hip the egg 
White to a stiff froth, add the other ingiedients and mix thoroughly. 
Drop a little from the end of a small spoon into boiling fat and when 
puffed up and brown, drain well. Put into soup just before serving.

Mashed potatoes, 1 breakfastcupfal,. Two eggs 

Matzo meul, 4 tablespoonfuis. Salt aud pepper.

CHOP up a little cooked veal and season to taste with salt, pepper and 
grated lemon sind. Add the beaten eggs and finé matzo meal to the 
potatoes, season with salt and pepper and mix thoroughly. Roll into 
balls. Seoop out the centre of each and fill with the chopped veal. Cover 
the openirg with the potato mixture and re-shape. Brush over with beaten 
ecg’, rollin meal and fry in chicken fat a golden brown,

Talmud Torah Annual Meeting 
Improved Financial Status 


[From our Correspondent} 


The annual meeting was held last Sunday morning at the 
Talmud Torah Rooms. Mr. Fred Nettler, J.P., who presided, said 
that the Executive and Council had two major aims: (1) To spread 
Hebrew Education; and (2) to improve the financial position of the 
school. With regard to the first aim, the Council encouraged the 


Chedarim in outlying districts to come for financial help and advice 


on their syllabus. They also accepted responsibility for religious 
instruction in day schools. With regard to their financial position, 


‘ the healthy state they were in was due to Mr. H. J. Coutts. who 


brought in new subscribers and encouraged old subscribers to 
increase their donations, and to Mr. L. Daets, J.P., who laboured 
untiringly as Treasurer. 

Mr. M. Louvish presented the Secretarial Report. He said that 
the improved financial status of the Institution had enabled the 
Council to better the position of lower paid members of the staff. 
The thanks of the Council, he said, were due to Messrs. Nettler, 
Daets and Contts, to the Headmaster, Dr. M. Friedlander, and to 
Rabbi Zirkel, Principal of the College, and the teaching staff. : 

Mr. L. Daets, J.P., in his financial report, said that for the first 
time in the long history of the Talmud Torah they had met ordinary 
expenditure out of ordinary income. Their budget for next year 
would be greater, as district and morning classes had to be pro- 
vided. The sum required was £3,100 and he appealed to the 
Community to help them in their task. The total income for the 
vear was £2574. ‘They had at present a bank overdraft of £415. 

Dr. M. Friedlander said that there were fourteen classes. The 
Sibbath morning services for children retained their popularity. 
Two of their senior students had won second place in the ~ Rose 
and Sunlight" Competitive Scholarship Examination organised 
under the auspices of the London Talmad Torah Trust. 

Rabbi Chaim Zirkel, Principal of the Hebrew College, said that 
the curriculum of the College was framed so as to enable those 
students who intended to embrace tesching as their profession to 
become also teachers of Hebrew, Jewish religion and Jewish history. 
Three of their students this year became teachers in local Hebrew 
schools. 

On behalf of the local Jewish Education Board, Dr. Noah Morris 
submitted a report. He said the work of the Board had been 
hampered by the lack of a whole-time Education Officer. He uttered 
a serious warning to the Community. Whilst at present the situa- 
tion was relatively good, he said, there was nevertheless, through 
lack of sound Jewish education, growing up in their midst the 
Jewish Am-lha'aret:.

The ordinary meeting of the Commercial Gas Company was held on 
February 18th at the Abercorn Rooms, Liverpool Street, London, B.C. 

Mr. Frank H. Jones, M.Inst.C.E. (Acting Chairman), said: Ladies and 
Gentlemen: Before reviewing the accounts, may I refer briefly to the regret- 
table absence of our Chairman, Dr. Charles Carpenter.

STOVE-ENAMELLING PROGRAMME

\< a result, there is now operating on the district a group of trained 
men, each ef whom has his own particular area to cultivate. The group 
has shown remarkably vow! results durinew the short time that it has been 
at work, and we confidently expect still better results during the coming 
year. In addition to this, a Home Service Section was formed to advise 
consumers on the use of was cookers, particularly where a black cooker was 
replaced by an enameled cooker. 

The activities of the Canvassing and Home Service Sections are closelv 
allied to those of the showrooms, masmuch as the consumer can often he 
prevailed upon te “see it working.” The Company's showrooms at White- 
chapel aml Poplar have accordingly been modernised in appearance anil 
equipped with up-to-date fittings and applances A very wide selection of 
water-heaters, cookers, tires, lichtine-filtings and gadwets may be seen, and 
the showrooms present a boght and cheerful intenor amb a well-lit extertor. 

The payment of an account at a showroom is a valuable feature, bring-

“ Wise To-Morrow ”’ 
A Clever, Entertaining, But Muddled Play 


Mr. Stephen Powys, in “Wise To-morrow” at the Lyne Theatre. 
presents a new version of the vampire egotist in Diana Ebury, a 
middle-aged actress who seeks to “possess” a younger woman and, 
through her, to continue to enjoy the power, the flattery and the 
other thrills of public success which age and retirement had to eut off. 


A study of the dominance of one human personality by another 
offers fine opportunities for drama; and there are occasions when Mr. 
Powvs, in telling his story, avails himself of these. But for the most part

stnall a share in contnmbuting to that somethime 


That leads to a second Gestion “What?” 
Those Jews who want to go on being Jews have 
to ask theniselves what rt us that thes stand 
for, what it 1s that. pustifies them im miaintam- 
ing thei separate existence Obviously the 
answer to that question is not to be spught in 
the maternal plane. We are a little people, poor 
in tnaterial things. We cannot build empires. 
rule vast ternmtones, engage im Conquest. Not 
even our reputed skill in finance and comunerce 
ean balance, less elinuynate, the poverty 
in which great masses of our people live. No. 
the answer 18 only to be found in the spiritual 
values which we can contnbute to mankind. 
in the intellectual and moral standards which 
we set. in the things of the mind and the heart 
amd the soul which we bring as our offering on 
the altar of the world
